Boy-Ed, the 
attaches of the German embassy bere, 
jSutne of which were frustrated (such 
es the conspiracy to destroy the Wel­ 
land canal), have left onfy u vague 
impress on the minds of tne people. 
Muny of the plots of these two master 
spies were successful, especially the 
.burning of ships ut sea us the result 
of explosions of time bombs placed 
among their cargoea before leaving 
American {airts. Most of the" tools of 
Captain von 1'apen escaped punish­ 
ment. 
Others, 
notably 
Lieutenant 
Fay. German army reservist, and swine 
wf his little gang of bomb experts, 
were sentenced to the federal peniten­ 
tiary In Atlanta, whence f ay aud two 
others escaped. 
Bine** the United Ktates entered the 
war these German spies and incen­ 
diaries have continued their work of 
destruction, hindering, so far os p o s­ 
sible, the country's successful prose­ 
cution of the war.

I rue,” is the w ay Private Boucher, for­ 
merly of Pierre. South Dakota, and 
now* of Machine Gun Section No. 15, 
Third Brigade. Canadian Expedition­ 
ary Force, describe*! a recent German 
counter-attack south of Leas. 
“Yes, that s the only way I can de­ 
scribe it; it was a ‘machine gunner * 
paradise,’ ” said Boucher, in describ- 
ing the affair to several American sol­ 
diers. 
“Our section numbers fifteen 
Vickers machine guns, none of your 
little light Lewis guns, but everyone a 
Vickers, os steady us a house and 
heavy enough to keep on firing forever 
uuless they are knocked out with a di­ 
rect hit. 
Hun* Come Forth. 
“We were ported right up in our 
front line—our fifteen Vickers were 
spread out in shell holes and craters 
hulf full of witter and once in a 
while we would be using u bit of old 
Hun trench.

“Well, the other morning Just be­ 
fore daybreak, th** Hun begun tossing 
over some 5-poIut-i* ll.

General Crozier, whose renomina­ 
tion is pending in the Senate, con­

General Wheeler us acting chief while 
General Crozier serves on 
the War 
Council. 
( olonel Samuel McHcA>erts, former­ 
ly executive manager of the National 
City Bank of New York, 
is 
named 
chief of the procurement division. 


Philadelphia, 
Jan. 
3—The 
coal 
shortage is not due to lack of produc­ 
tion, but is entirely a problem of 
transportation 
according to Govern­ 
ment statistics which have been fur­ 
nished to the Pennsylvania Commit­ 
tee of Public Safety. The mines pro­ 
duced in 1017 something like 675,000,- 
000 tons of coal. 
This is a IO per 
cent gain over 1016, and a 25 per 
cent gain over 1915. 
It is the moving of coal, not the 
mining of it, that gives the big new 
Fuel Administration offices most <»f 
their work to do. 
There 
is always 
plenty of coal—400 times as much of 
it under these United States right 
•now as we and our 
ancestors 
have 
dug out in the last IOO years. 
Am! there are coal mines enough— 
7,000 mines and 700,000 miners. Even 
in the unprecedented year of 1916, 
th** productive capacity of the mines 
w as IOO million tons above the actual 
1 production. 
The difficulty is to get 
j the coal to the right place. The solu­ 
tion of this difficulty is what the con­ 
s u m e r is principally paying for when 
h? buys his winter coal. 
Half of his 
coal hill gee* for railroad transporta­ 
tion an I f *r 
hauling through city 
j streets. 
There has been sufficient congestion 
at railroad terminals to lend some 
color t«» the frequent charges that 
the railroa Is are responsible for the 
coal shortage. 
But the real cause 
of the trouble goes beyond the rail­ 
roads. Our whole system of coal pro­ 
duction ami distribution is wasteful. 
It is wasteful, for instance, for the 
Nebraska farmer to ship coal from 
West Virginia in place of buying the 
smokier und dustier coal that Kansas 
1 produces. 
Our national use of fuel is extrava­ 
gant. 
It is wasteful, not so much of 
resources, as of mine labor, am i espe­ 
cially of ton-miles of transportation. 
But th*- coal industry is fun lamental. 
Railroads 
and manufacturers 
have 
shaped themselves 
to the 
existing 
state of the industry. 
To make any 
radical changes 
in the 
coal 
trade 
would be to throw the whole ma­ 
chinery out of gear. 
The Fuel Administration is striving 
tv) solve all phases of the problem. 
That it has coped successfully with 
some vital phase is -shown by these 
facts: The Navy and the transports 
have been getting all the coal they 
need; the cantonments and munition 
factories are kept well supplied, an*! 
the railroads in th s 
time 
of 
the 
‘ world’s great need are carrying much 
the greatest traffic of their history.
